Vogel earned an early reputation as a 
staunch opponent of the left during his term 
as mayor of Munich from 1970-72. He 
refused to run for the office again in 1 972 in 
protest against the leffs behavior, and the 
SPD lost the city. 

Admirers say he has mellowed since then. 
They point to bis patient treatment of mflh- 
. ant squatters during a brief spell as mayor of 
West Berlin last year. As federal justice 
minister fipom 1 974-81 , Vogel resisted wide- 
spread demand for more repressive legisla- 
tion to combat an urban guer^a campaign to ' 
destabflhe the state.

Geoffiey Arthur Prime, 44. a translator at 
the statio n, the general communications 
beadquaxters, has been charged with gjvmg 
mformation to an enemy between 1968 and 


1981. A New Ymk Times report this week, 
quoting U.S. sources, Prime was at the 
center of serious bre^down in British intel- 
ligence leaking secrets to the Soviets. 

” I cannot add to my statement of July 20 as 
the cafe concerned is sub judice,” Mrs.

Draper starts new 
troop pullout talks 


BEIRUT, Oct. 28 (R) — U.S. Middle East 
envoy Moiris Draper met Lebanese Presi- 
dent Amin Gemayd Thursday at the start of 
a new round of negotiations to rid Lebanon of 
an foreign foices. 

Draper, whose arrival in Beirut Wednes- 
day was deltyed for three days by illness, told 
reporters tbe calks were satiriactory. He gave 
no details. Lebanese Prime Minister Shafiq 
Wazran, who also attended tbe meeting, said 
tbe two sides had laid down the basis of foture 
talks on tbe withdrawal of Israeli, Syrian and 
Palestinian forces from Lebanon. 

He said Israeli and Lebanese officers could 
meet at the appropriate lime under existing 
United Nations machineiy. But he appeared 
to rule out any immediate direct talbi bet- 
ween tbe two sides. A senior U.S. State 
Department official had said that such talks 
cot^ bepn this week. biit_neither Lebanon 
nor loael confirmed this. 

Israel, which invaded Lebanon in June 
occupies the southern third of the country 
while Syrian troops and Palestinian fighters 
are entrenched^ in the east and nonh. 
Washinton has set this yeaYs end as a 
target date for the withdrawal of aD 


foreign forces, and recently gave President 
Gemayel hs backing for his efforts to restore 
government authority throughout Lebanon. 

Draper is assistant to Philip Hatrib, tbe 
special U.S. envoy who negotiated the pull- 
out of Palestinian forces from Beirut when it 
was under Israeli siege this summer. The 
Lebanese prime minister said be had learned 
that Draper would travel to Israel and return 
to Beirut to continue the talks. 

He said Draper would discuss the terms of 
the withdrawal with aD parties concerned — a 
statement that indicated be might travel to 
Syria. State-run Beirut radio reported that 
the envoy was also expected to visit Saudi 
Arabia. 

Wazzan was asked about the possitrility of 
a meeting of the Israeii-Lebanese armistice 
commission, set up in 1949 under U.N. 
ausirices after the first Arab-Israeli conflict. 
Tbe commisaon is considered a likely forum 
for any meeting between Israeli and Leban- 
ese officers on Israels demand for security 
arrangements in South Lebanon before its 
troops withdraw.The prime minister said only 
that action would be taken through the com- 
mission at the appropriate time. 


BEIRUT, OcL 28 (Agencies) — Lebanon 
has asked the World Ba& for a S500 million 
loan orer two or three years to help repair 
war damage, the head of the country* s counefl 
for development and reconstruction said 
Thursday. 

Muhammad AtfeDah told Reuters in an 
interview that the request was made during 
President Amm Cemayers recent trip to the 
U.S. Team of World Bank officials is due in 
Beirut next week on a fact-finding mission 
connected with Lebanon’s drive to raise SI2 
biDioa in public sector reconstnicaon aid. 

Lebanon needs the money to rebuild areas 
damaged by Israers Jime invasion of the 
country, to modernize roads and ports and 
improve public services Defected during 
years of instability.

The medium- haul airplane took off from 
King Abdul .Aziz International Airport and 
made two demonstration flights — one of 
them specially for Saudia pilots. With a 
4.500 km range, the 757 described as ideal 
for regional .service in the Middle East. 

Scheduled to enter service early next 
year, the 1 86-passenger twinjet is claimed 
to be one of the most fuel-efficient planes 
designed. Right tests show that the new 
Boeing burns less fueL per seat than the 


early model 727. 

Although the 757 Ison a demonstration 
tour of the world, this enables the plane to 
complete about 1.300 flight testing hours 
before a commercial service certificate is 
granted by the U.S. Federal Aviation 
Administration.

RIYADH, Oct. 28 — The Ministry of 
Finance and National Economy is developing 
a centralized supply management system for 
the Kingdom w'hich aims, among other 
rhi ng s to produce a catalogue of common 
items used in the Kingdom. Other objectives 
include development of a supply classifica- 
tion and catalogue system, ensuring the max- 
imum use of the national computer system, a 
specifications and standards system and train- 
ing programs for Saudi Arabian mana^rs 
and staff members. 

The whole exercise is designed to promote 
national products on the one hand and plan- 
ned use of the available manpower on the 
other, according to Grant E. Beattie, sp^ifi- 
catioDS specialist assigned to the ministry. 
The mission is being coordinated by the Gen- 
eral Services Administration (GSA), the 
agency which oversees a similar function for. 
the United States. 

Beattie told Arab News that some major 
goals have already been accomplished. 'Die 
ministry's supply management development 
project (CENPRO) has developed a classifi- 
cation and catalogue system under which 
bilingual guidebooks have been published. A 
bilingual Saudi Arabian national manufac- 
turers' identification ^stem containing 2,114 
licensed foctories in the Kingdom has been 
entered in the Saudi Arabian integrated data 
system at the national computer center. A 
bilingual catalogue of common use items is 
due for publication- soon. 


As part of the central procurement and 
supply system, the CENPRO will .wt up a 
comprehensive technical procurement lib- 
rary of manufocturers' product catalogues, 
specifications, standards, cataloguing various 
publications. The library, for which tenders 
will be floated soon, will ensure that the cur- 
rent state of the an technology is maintained. 

Other accomplishments include bilingual 
warehouse instructions which provide for a 
revised iov'entory management system. .An 
illustrated bilingual general directives for . 
warehouse storage will be published this 
year, while an automated on-line bilingual 
inventory management system and depart- 
ment for governmental purchases(CDGP) is 
planited.

“If something is to be 
done, it should be ^ne now ... we have 36 
fflonths.’' 

UiSt o ffici a ls share Benveniste’s concern 
that little time remains for an Aiab-Israeli 
peace settkment where there is any hope that 
biael would ap«e to retnin control over the 
West Bank to its Palestiman population. 

Benveniste saio President Ronald 
Reagan’ s Sept 1 peace initiative has been 
mportant to those like himself who oppose 
the cmrent settlements policy of Israeli Prime 
Minister Menataem Bggin^ because it gives 
them an ahemative around which to organ- 
ize. 

Reagan has called for a freeze on settle- 
ments. so far ignored by Israel, and an even- 
tual withdrawal of Israel from the West Bank. 


Ihe Reagan ' Irian envisions a Pakstidan 
homeland — that would also include the 
occupied Gaza Strip — in assodadon whh 
Jordan. 

Benveniste discussed tentative'condnsions 
of a study be is makmg of lanef s West Bank 
pdicies. He ^ke at the American Enter- 
prise Institute, an economic and 
research organization oriented toward 
Repnblicao I^rty positions. The Amexican- 
educatsd Benvenute served as Jerusalem's 
mayor between 1973-1978. 

Benveniste said there are 7S Israeli settle- 
ments on the West Bank with a population of 
25,000. There are 1 9 Under construction and 
plans for 60 more. But be said the threat to 
Paiestiniau hopes for eventual control of the 
West Bank comes less from the traditional 
agricultoral settlements than from new urban 
settlements. 

He said 10 orbni senlements are piaimgri 
by the Begin goveziunent, and some are 
alreaity bei^ builL He said these settlements 
are ixrimaiily residential and are to 

serve as suburbs to Israeli population centers. 
Three are near Jerusalenx. 


Demonstrations continue in W.Bank

d e mO iisuatioiis for the third successive day 
Thursday, mflitaiy sources said. TWo Imeli

PEKING, OcL 28 (AF) — Libyan leader 
Mnanimar Qaddafi has denounced Leba- 
non’s Fresktent Amin Gemayel “because he 
was elected under Israeli occupation.” 

“President Gemayel has been elected 
against tbe will of tbe people of Lebanon and 
imder Israeli occupmion and loses his legality 
under those conditions,** Qaddafi told the 
Associated Press. 

GemayeTs election represents an oppres- 
sion of the people, Qaddafi daimed, and he 
cannot rqiresent aD Lebanese. Ihe Libyan 
leader said tbe Lebanon problem or^ can be 
solved after the country regains its indepen- 
dence and “Zionist foree^* withdraw. Only 
then, he said, will the Lebanese peopk be 
free and able to elect a real preridenL 

Qaddafi, in an interview in a govenunent 
guest house, declined to comment on his talks 
with Chinese leaders who once criticized him 
private as being an extremisL He and his 
aides pre-selected questions he would ans- 
wer. 

Qaddafi said die move to expel Israel from 
the Ifruted Nations has not fesLi completely. 
“But Israel must be eaqpelled from Ar^ 
lands and the United Nations now or 
later..ior the sake of peace,** he said. 

Qaddafi said there is no diange in Libya*s ' 
nnfrieaadfy relations with Egypt since Pi^- 


dent Hosni Mubarak took office. “It isbladc- 
listed and it still win be blacklisted until Egypt 
returns to confrontation against Israel, 
against the enemy,'* be said. 

He said the Orgmiization of African Uni^ 
finally will convene its postponed summit in 
Libya in mid-Noveinber. “ITiere is no excuse 
for any coontiy now not to attend unless it 
wants to leave tbe OAU itself.'* be said. 
“There is no donbt it will take place in 
Lfoya.” 

He noted that China is trying to improve 
relations with the Soriet Union and said, “It 
is a positive thing and it win have a poative 
reflection on the Middle East.** ^ said 
flmia is Hivtawring itseif from the United 
States. “Tins is a good thing because h wfll 
weaken imperialist” be said.“And China is 
against imperialism." 

Asked aixint improving Libyan-U.S. rela- 
tions, Qaddafi said: “We have repeated mai^ 
times we are ready to have normal relations 
widi the United States under mutual interest, 
redpcodty and mutual respect.” He said U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan is facing many 
proUems “and be has started sinlting in 
America in his problems, whidi is good luck 
for the world and bad luck for America. 

“1 think be has learned some lessons and he 
vrill Ire better than before.**

Three UNIFIL men slain 


TEL AVIV, OcL 28 (AP) — Tbe U.N. 
Interim Force in Lebanon (UNIFIL) 
spokesman Thursday aimoonced the names 
of the three Irish soldiers kiOed by uniden- 
tified gunoien in southern Lebanon on Wed- 
nesday. They were C{ri. Gregory Morrow, 
itged 29, Pvt, Thomas Murphy, aged 1 9„ and 
PvL Peter Bourke, aged 20. They were 
attacked at a UNIFtL checkpoint near Tib- 

liifi 

Tbe spokesman, Timor Goksel, said the 
three were shot at close range by gunmen 
whom h is believed approached them on foot 
He said the search for the gunmen was 'con- 
tinuing, noting that there were many villages 
in the area. 

A fourth Irish soldier, named Goksel as 


Pyt. Michael Aleavy, aged 2 1 . witneued the 
attack and was hospitalized in Tibnin in a 
state of shock. Goksel said that Aleavy was 
unable to speak. 

Tbe bodies are to be taken to the American 
Hospital in Beirut for autopsy before being 
returned to Ireland, Goksel said. 

UNIFIL is a 10-nation peacekeeping force 
despatched to southern Lebanon, after 
Israels 1 978 invasion, to ensure the security 
of the border area but was ov’errun by Israeli 
troops in the June invasion. 

Since 1 978. 86 UNIFIL soldiers have died 
in Lebanon, including those killed in acci- 
dents. Irish fatalities stand at 1 6 following 
Wednesday’s attack. An Irish soldier who 
was abducted in 1981 remains missing. 


Marcos blocking solution- Miswari 


BAHRAIN, Oct. 28 (R) — Filqnno rebel 
leader Nnr hffswari has accused Preadent 
Ferdinand Marcos of preventing an early set- 
tlement of the confliA m southern Philq>- 
pines. 

Miswari was commenting on Philippme 
press reports 1 0 days ago which said Diman 
Pundato had replac^ Idm as chairman ofjthe 
Mofo National' Liberation Front whidi has 
been leading an aimed struggle for Mu^im 


independence in the south for the past 
decade. 

“Pundato is an imposter and an agent of 
tbe Philippine government," Miswari said in 
a statement frt>m Jeddah Wednesday. “Mar- 
cos is stin pursuing his divide-and-rule pol- 
icy.” he added. 

He said Pundato and a number of his sup- 
porters were expelled from the front a year 
ago for alleged misuse of funds. 


Shamir planning to visit Zaire 


TEL AVIV, Oct 28 (AF) — IsraeU Fore- 
ign Mnister Itzhak Shamir is planning to 
viat Zaire within two weeks, officials said 
Thmsday, amid reports that Israel wfll 
increase its arms sales to the African, nation. 

Israel radio said Israel wonld Zaire 
some of the weapons captured from the 
Palestine Liberation Organkation during the 
Lebanon war, and would increase credit for 
arms purchases. 

Israel does not offidally release details of 


aims sales programs, and the extent of cur- 
rent milhary aid to Zaire is not known. 

Shamir v^l lead the highest delegation to 
Zaire since the two countries resumed dip- 
lomatic relations last May. 2^ire broke rela- 
tions in 1 973,along with ^ other members of 
the Organization of African Unity. 

Israeli officials had predicted other coun- 
tries would follow Zaire in restoring ties, but 
that has uot happened despite Israeli overt 
and covert diplomatic efforts.

Republican strategists, stqtremely confi- 
dent a few weeks ago. are conce^g that 
Democratic challengers have ]mll^ uncom- 
fortably dose to several Republican senators 
seeking re-election in the United States. 

So far. these officials say the apparent ero- 
sion in suf^Tt for several of their caadidates 
isn't strong enough to threaten condnned 
Republican control of the Senate. And they 
still are optimistic that one or two Democra- 
dc incumbents can be defeated on Nov. 2. 

The Democrats are sJ^tly more iqjbeat 
about their chances, bat tb^ agree they 
remain unlikely to wrest control of the Senate 
the Republicans. The current Senate 
ilneup is 54 i^publicans, 45 Democrats and 
'ctLn.tg independent Sen. Harry Byrd of Vir- 
doia. who sits with the Democrats. 

The Democrats lost tte president and 
ciirtrol of the Senate in 1980. In 0 ms **off- 
vear" election — held half-way throu^ the 


four-y«ar tenn of American preskteats — 
American voters will elect 36 governors and 
33 of tile 100 senators, white filling the 435 
seats of a new House of Representatives. 
President Ronald Read’s name fe not cm 
the ballot but his preside and polid^ are at 
stake. 

**We certainty saw a swing agningt us a 
week or 10 days ago, and we saw several of 
our incumbents suddenly get themselves in a 
bit of tronUe,” said ^fince Bre^lo. executive 
director of the Republican senatraia] cam- 
paign committee.

In ttify-moraing baDoting, UNCTAiys 
governing board voted 63 to 22 to allow the 
formal caoens cri U.N. develofring nations to 
decide who partidpates in snefa programs. AU 
Western nations except Greece Tuil^ 
voted i^ainst the resolntion. while the Soviet 
Union and its indicating concern that 
dieir economies might suffer as a result of 
benefits gained by the developing countries 
from such projects, abstained. 

The resolntion, submitted by Kuwait on 
behalf tri the 12S developing natiras in the 
caucus, does not mention Israel by name. But 
trade officials who ashed fr>r anoi^mity said 
h U aimed at the Jewish state, which considers 
itself a developing country but has not been 
recognized as soA by otiiers in UNCTAD 
sinoe tile 1960s.

WASHINGTON, OcL 28 (AFP) — The 
U.S. economy has gone beyond recession 
into depresioo, according to the winner of 
tirisyeaf s Nobel prize for econonrics, profes- 
sor George Stigler of Chicago Univosity. 

Piol Stigler made the statement after a 
meeting hi the White House with President 
Ronald Reagan.

Stigler attacked U.S. protectionism against 
West European steel and Japanese auto- 
mobiles, saying would have only a minor 
and epbemNal effect on the industries it was 
trying to protect 

He also criticized Reagan's anti-inflatioo 
poli^, saying it would have been less painful 
if it had been applied more moderately and 
more continuouriy. 


VIENNA, OcL 28 (AP) — American and 
Soviet negotiators began bargaining 'Thurs- 
day on terms of incremed U.S. grain sales to 
tbe Soviet UnioD.

Dollar rates remain fir

JEDDAH, Oct. 28 — The American dol- 
lar remained stable to strong on the- 
Europeansxcbanges Thursday, despite 
some concentrated central bank interven- 
tiems on behalf of the European and Japan- 
ese currencies. The mood in tbe exchang es 
was not swinging back to tbe belief that U.S. 
interest rates might not fall after all by as 
much as bad been expected tbe end of 
tbe year. 

In New York on Wednesday night Fed- 
eral Reserve “Fed funef’ prime lading 
rates rose to 9 9/16 peicent levels — tbe 
highest seen for the past 10 days, and the 
absence of intervention the “Fed” to 
bring down tbe rate also caused money 
market oncertainties. Tbe pessimistic mood 
was further a^ravated by the announce- 
ments from the U.S. treasury concerning its 
funding needs for this quarter and for tbe 
first quarter of 1983. Basically, the U.S. 
government will need to borrow some 
$^.5 bilfions in this quarter and a large snm 
of $52.0 billion in the first quarter of next 
year. Such a budget deficit finaneing prog- 
ram is now thought to create an onderpin-> 
ning for U.S. dollar interest rates from .fal- 
ling fimber. The exchanges and money 
markets hardly noticed tbe latest U.S. trade 
figore for tbe month of September. These 
showed a $4.9 bfliion deficit for that inomb 
and was about tbe figure expected by the 
markets. 

In tbe bunion markets, gold and silver 
continued to trade erratkaDy in thin mar- 
kets, tiring and falling on rumors and 
counter rumors on whether tbe Federal 
.Reserve would cut hs offical discount rate. 


When this did not materialize, ^id prte 
fen to $419.00 an ounce in thin trading, 
white sflver fluctuated erratically around 
tbe S9.70 to $9.82 levels. 

In the local markets, riyal spot prices 
quietened down to 3.4403-10 levels ^er 
Wednesday's rises to 3.4410-20 highs. 
Inter-tank and commercial demand were 
reported as moderate but activity was up 
compared to the {Hevious 'Thursday. On the 
deposit front, riyals were once again stable 
with some sm^ rises registered in the 
short-dated funds, taking the one-month 
rate to 9 V^-9 % peicent and 10 percent 
levels by close of business. Tbe week-fixed 
traded at 9-9 % percent levels. The pr^nt 
interest rate structure is hist approaching a 
flat yield curve for the short to medium 
range tenors. 

In Europe, Thursday saw thc.American 
currency regain some lost ground, but 
AOthtng dramatic emerged out of that da/s 
trading. Tbe British pound traded slightly 
higtar at 1 .6830 leveik but the French franc 
and Swiss franc were again under pressure 
at 7.1990 and 2.2010 levels respectively.

Germany okays

Every year about this time Ae United Nations, 
becomes for a few weeks what it was meant to be, 
the difriomatic center of the wo rid. The presence in 
New York of presidents and kings, premiers and

anardiy.” 

The moye to bar Israel from Ae assembly was not 
wiAouc cause.

NEW DELHI — 

The confrontation between Mrs. Gandhfs gov- 
emment and the press is growing apace almost 
every day. Curiously, however, this h^d-on colli- 
sion is not oocuning as far as tbe national press is 
concerned. *1110 agitation by journalists has been 
triggered by Chief Minister JagannaA Mishra of 
Bihar state who introdneed in tbe state assembly his 
press bill and had it approved iii record time. 

A nationwide prote^ closure of newspapers for 
24 hours, a strike Ity Bih^ s trade and industry have 
marked the country’s anger against the bid by Bihar 
to stifle the press. Mrs. Gandhi openly supported 
Nflnister Mishra in the controverty. She was quoted 
assaying Aat tbe protest was" bogus and very much 
part of the crooked game tbe opposition is paying 
to discredit Mrs. Gudhi and her government." 

What surprised observers here was Mrs. Gao- 
dhfs further commeat that if journalists were 
beaten up by the police," what is so special about it? 
Was 1 myself not beaten up during the Janata nile?" 

A respected Indian commentator, (Mrilal Jain, 
chief editor of the piestigjous Tbnas Imde, 
pointed out Aat tbe prime minister is looking for a 
“scapegoat." Normally an ardent admirer of Mrs. 
Gandhi, Jain sharply criticized the prime minister 
for supporting a "doubtful personality” as Mishra. 

He said Mrs. Gandhi is angry with tbe press 
because some Journalists indulged in "yellow jour- 
nalism, character assassination and sensatioo- 
fflongering." Jain added: "It is not known whether 
by yellow Joornalism the prime minister implies 
what the phrase has come to mean. According to 
the Oxford dictionaxy, yellow journalism came into 
widespread vogne at the begmning of tbe 19A cen- 
tury and referred to chanvinistic newspapers in the 
USA which urged war with Spain. Since then yeDow 
journalism has come gradually to refer to newspap- 
ers and magazin es which specialize in covering sex 
and crime.” 

He stressed Aat "|f Mrs. Gandhi is a target of 
criticism she must pay the price for the kind opposi- 
tion she enjoyed for so many years as a supreme 
power.” Her critics insist that Mrs. Gandhi who is 
regarded as tbe "Empres of India,” has no alibis 
left for the failures of her government.'' She has 
only followers not ooDeagues' whom tlm people 
coiild hold respondble for the govenimenf s acts of 
commission and omissioD," Jain said. 

The i^uential Economie Times, in a sharply- 


worded editorial, wrote: "By defending the Bihar 
press bin, the prime inTnimv-r has done a great dis- 
service to the country. She has most unfortunately 
put herself firmly on the side of Aose who are out to 
destroy the freedom of tire press. She is wrong, 
starry and fundamentally wrong. The press and ^ 
those who stand for a democratic society win fight 
against chb bin and all that it stands for. They win do 
so even more strongly now that the prime minister 
has herself come out to defend it. T^ fixture of 
democracy m Adte is at stake, fet tbe prime minister 
think again.” 

In a rare show of unity the press bfll has been 
condemned by Ae militan t trade unions of journal- 
ists, the Newspaper Editor^ Conference and the 
Publisher^ Society. Scores of leRers have appeared 
• m daily newspapers condemhing the governmenf s 
move. Presidrat Zafl Singh earlier gave the assur- 
. anoe Aat he would' examine the bflTs contents 
before signing h. But in a casual remark, he accused 
Tndian Jouznatists of coiTDptioD. "You cao pay a 
jonmal^ 2,000 rupees ($200) and ask him to write 
anything you like.” 

' Meanwhile, hundreds ~of journalists have' repor- 
tedly been arrested and betuen up in Bihar. State- 
owned buses have refused to cany op^sition 
newspapers. Senior joum^ists in New Delhi and 
elsewhere believe that tbe government is merely 
testing a few trial balloons. Tlie Bihar press bill is 
one such experiment. They suspect Aat what Mis. 
Gandhi really wants is a central press legislation to 
regulate and control writing in Indian hewspapeis. 

Newly-appointed Informatioo MLiiister.N.K.P. 
Salve, whose status has been reduced to that of 
. nnnisteTofstate,haspronKsedtoconsultjouraah'$ts 
and organizations to examine tbe Bihar ImU 
thoroughly. But senior Indian offioals point out 
that some of tbe fears of journalists are based on 
misunderstandiog. They claim fha* tbe amendment 
of the Gnminal Procedure Code w31 not affect 
those who are A be tried for scunilons or indecent : ' 
writings. 

The BAar press bill can send a journalist to j^ 
for two years for the first offuise aiul up to five 
years for the second offensei And Minister Mishra ' 
is unrepentant, firmly coDvinced that he did:Ae..

If, for example, tiie dass (rfficem 

does not exist because of the d>seiice of an 
Islamic government s^iieh coDects zakah and 
cfistributes it to hs benefidaries then the Mus- 
lims pay out their 2 dibaA without assigning a 
portion to the nonexistent zakah officers. 
Shnilvly, since there is no slavery in our pre- 
sent time tben 'novhaA is paid to free slaves. 
Its non-payment in such conditions does not 
invalidate the Qui*aoiG ruling. 

Indeed the need to win certain people over 
to Isiam does not cease. Some sdiolais of the 
MaliJd school of tKonght argue that riich peo- 
ple are not given zakah money in order that 
they would help ns, but to make Tsiam 
acceptable to them so that we helpitbem save 
themseives. In other words, this is one of the 
means d calling people to ^am. Smce Mus- 
lims are siqiposed not to leave any opportun- 
ity or means to maifft Talam acoeptkble-to 
people then paying some peo|de fi»m zakah 
money in order to win tiira over to Tdaiyt is 
perfectly acceptable. Furtheimore, some 
people who adopt Islam tfaemsclvw 

subjected to various sorts of oppression from 
their families or from the praj^e of their 
fonner religtons. Such peo^ need to be 
encoura^d and helped so that they continue 
as Muslnu and are better able to least the 
pressures put on them to turn away from 
Islam. 

Imam At-Tabari points out that there are 
two reasons for paying out zakah. One is to 
remove a certain weakness of the Muslim and 
the other is to strengthen Tshrm. if zakah is 
paid for the latter purpose, then h may be paid 
to rich and poor peo^ alike. The recj^nts 
here are not given zakah money because they 
need it but because Ma™ needs their he^. 

Moreover, we see today tiiat tiie M naKmg 
are no longer the masters of the worid. 
Indeed they are weak in comparison to other 
nations. Hence it is perfectly proper to pt^ 
zakah money to win the sympathy of some 
people who may be of service to Mam. 

It is, needles to say, that only a Muslim 
ruler may decide to pay zakah money to this 
class of people. Such a decision relates to the 
internal and external policy of the Muslim 
state,,It is possible, however, that an Islamic 
organization takes over such a reqx>nability 
in a situation where the govenun^ do^ not 
care about zakah or about Islam generally. 

A question arises here whether it is poss- 
fofe for a Muslim individhial nho has a of 
his own zakah left over with hhip topay it to a 
non-Muslim for the purpose of winning him ^ 
over to Islam, assnmmg that there is neither 
an Islamic government nor an Islamic organ- 
ization to decide ou this. Dx. Al-QaracUiari 
believes that he may not do so unless he finds 
no other means to qiend his zakah. This 
probably ^>plies to who live in non- 
Muslim countries where there are few poor 
Mustinu and limited scope ofpayingzok^ It 
is preferable, howev^, in such cases to q>end 
zakah money in the propagation of Islam or 
to send it over to Muslim countries where it 
may be paid to toe poor. 

It should be added, in oonduskm, that it is 
not necessary that all the funds, whkfa are 
allotted to win ow some people or their 
sympathies to Islam should come from zakah: ■ 
Other sources of revenue may be utilized in 
this connection, eqiecially in cases where toe 
number of poor people is overwfaelmnig and 
helping them takes iq> the larger portion of 
zahih. TUs. however, is left to the discretion 
of toe Muslim ruler and his advisers.

The miracle of creation 


These verses begin a tour in the heavens 
and the earth, and reach to the bottom of 
the human soul and exhibit certain wondeis 
of Allalf s creation. 

Glorification and praise of Allah are 
attached to certain times; evening and 
morning, and deep into the night and right 
at midday. 'Hiey are also attached to the 
wide heavens and to the earth, thus time 
and -space are Joined together, and man's 
heart is linked to Allah everywhere and at 
an times. We are made to feel that, similar 
to the structure of the universe and to toe 
motion of the stars, and the phenomena of 
night and day, darJ^ss arxl light, we have 
our bond with the Creator. Thus our hearts 
remain alive and senative with everything 
around us. Every scene, phenomenon and 
time reminds us to gorily Allah and praise 
Him for they aD belong to Allah who has 
created them all.

This is an ever continuing cycle which 
does not cease for a split second of night or 
d^, in any place,wheiheron earth, or in toe 
limitless space, or deep down m the sea. 
Ibis transformation, or this miracle to 
which we pay little attention because of its 
femilUuity occurs every moment as a livi^ 
thing is brought forth from something whi^ 
is dead, and as another living thing is made 
to die. At every moment in time a little bud 
comes out after it has split a seed ora stone, 
thus moving into the realm of the living. 
Conversely, at every moment in time a 
branch or a tree completes its life and is 
transformed into a lifeless piece of wood. 
There again, from the midst of these lifeless 
remnants we get the new seed which is 
potentially full of life and which, in time, 
sf^hs up to let a new plant emerge. We also 
get tern the same lifeless heap gases which 
dissolve into the air or fertilize the sofl and 
quicken it 

Again, in every moment human or animd 
conception occurs. A corpse which is buried 
in the ground gets decomposed into gases 
which mix with the soQ and give fresh mater- 
ial which helps life and feeds the plants, and 
in turn, fee^ animals and human beings.

Another verse of the Qui* an states: **Surely 
we have created man from a derivation of 
chy.*' (23:12) Qay is. then the most distant 
origin of man. Here we have this distant 
origih followed immediately by the image of 
human beings ranging far and wide and 


moving everywhere. This gives a striking 
contrast of images: we have the dead clay on 
the one hand and toe bustling people on the 
other. Coming immediately after the state- 
ment of the cycle of the living coming out 
from the dead and the dead coming out 
from the living, it provides an example of 
the inimitable Qur* anic method of progre^ 
sive presentation of images. 

This miraculous event is a sign of AUalf s 
power. It is mentioned here to suggest that 
there is a dose Imk between human beings 
and the planet on which they live, and from 
which they originate, and with the laws that 
I govern theirlives and toe life ofthe earth as 
3 whole. 

The great contrast between the image of 
dust which is dead and valueless and the 
image of man which is alive, noble and 
hig^ respected should make us contemp- 
late Allah's creation, and inspire us to 
glorify Allah and praise Him arid to thank 
Him for FBs great boun^. . 

Having stated the origins of man, the 
surah then refers to human life and toe two 
human sexes: **Amoi^ EBs signs b fliat He 
creates for yon mates of yonr own kind so 
that yon may find rest with them. He engen- 
ders love and tenderness between yon: in 
this, there are sorely signs for people who 
think.** AH people know what they feel 
toward toe other sex. The relationship bet- 
ween the two sexes occupy a central posi- 
tion among their concerns and motivations. 
They are influenced by the various patterns 
of relations which link man and woman. 
Little, however, do they ponder on how 
Allah has created their mates for them, and 
how He has given them toeir feelings and 
emotions toward each other and made the 
relationship between the two of them a 
source of rest and oimness to their bodies 
and soids, and a source of stability in their 
Uves and an element of inter-dependence' 
and mutual assurance for both men and 
women. 

The Oufanic style which is here gentle 
and tender depicts this relatfontoip with 
stich an inspiring expression as if ft derives 
its image from the bottom of man’s heart 
and toe depth of bis feelings: “So that you 
may find rest with them.

Together they bring 
into their lives compassion and tenderness 
as well as complete satisfaction of natural 
needs. Allah has made their psychology and 
temperament as well as tteir physical 
mal^up mutually inter-dependant In this 
way both are equally important for the con- 
tinuation of life and the emergence of anew 
igeneration.

According to the sixtieto verse of toe ninth 

surah, 'entided **Repentanc^*, one of toe 
^ght shares into whid zakah money may be 

divided and distributed is that which beings 

to “those whose hearts are to be won over.’* 
This class of people may be divided into sev- 
eral groups: 

(a) A peisoB who, if ^ven from zakah, may 

become a Muslim or may persuade his people 

to become Muslims. After the of 

Makkah the Prophet gave SafSvan ibn 
Umayyah a period of four months to th^ir 

about Islam and consider whether he wanted 
to embrace ft. He also borrowed from Safwan 

his armor when he was preparing for the bat- 
tle ol^Hnnain. Safwan took part in that battle 
aloDgwitb the Muslims although he had not 
become a Muslim yeL To him ft was a c ase of 
fighting with the side which included most of 
his fellow tribesmen. After the battle toe 
Prophet gave Safwan a large amount the 
spoils of war. He was qnot^ as saying: “The 
Prophet was the most hateful person to me, 
but he gave me so much until & became toe 
' person I love most.’’ Safwan certainly 
became one of the good companions of the 
PropheL 

(b) A person who is hostile to Isiam but, if 
given from zakah, he and others with him 
may keep quiet. 

(c) A newcomer to Islam, even if be is rich. 
The point here is that a newcomer may finH 
certain difficulties. His family or his people 
may turn against him. or he may lose his job, 
or he may encounter other difficulties. Finan- 
cial assistance in such case may go a long way 
to reassure him that he has made the right 
decision. 

(d) Some of the leading figures among the 
. Musfims may be given from zttkok in order to 

encourage others like them to become Mus- 

- Inns. Abu Bakr gave under this heading peo- 
^e like Add! ibn Hathn and Az-Zibriqan ibn 
Badr because they were well respected 
among their people. Doing them such a fevor 
was very helpful in encouraging others to fol- 
low toeir example and become Muslims. 

(e) People who live in toe borderareasmay 
- ■ also be given from zakah in order to encour- 

- age them to defend toe borders in case they 
are attacked by non-Muslims. 

Certain schools of thought, like that of 
imam Al-Shafie are of the opinion that this 
class of people, i.e., those wh^ hearts are to 
be won over, does not include non-Muslims. 
Their opinion is based on toe Prophet's 
instruction to his companion Mu'atb, when 
he was about to leave in order to take up his 
position as governor of Yemen. Mentioning 
zakah, the ^phet said that it is “taken from 
toe rich among them and given to their poor." 
A!-Sbafie's understanding is that zakah 
money is to remain within toe Muriim com- 
munity and may not be given to anyone who 
does not belong to that community. Al- 
Shafie. however, and others who sh^ his . 
view acknowledge that a Mustij^ nJer may 
give cenain non-Muslims money in order to-'' 
win their hearts over to Islam but that money 
should come from sources other than that at 
zakah. 

Dr. Yussuf Al-Oaradbari, a coDtempoiaiy 
leading autoori^ on zakah believes ttet this 
dass of people includes Muslims and non- 
Muslims alike. The Our'anic statement does 
not suggest that it is confined to Muslims 
only, but it predudes confining this class to 
non-Muslims. He b definitely not alone in his 
opinion and he mentions that the Prophet 
used to send gifts to non-Muslims in toe hope 
that their hearts would be won over. 

Quite a few scholars, over the ages, have 
been of toe opinion that there is no longer a 
need to win over tbe heart of anyone. They 
argue that since Islam has established itself as 
a strong, firmly rooted religion there is no 
longer any need to spend zakah money in 
order to make some people sympathetic to 
Islam. The Hanafi school of thought in par- 
ticular supports this view. They base argu- 
ment on toe feet that some of those whom the 
Prophet used to give some zakah money 
under this heading came to Abu Baler after be 
had become a Caliph seeking to formalize toe 
practice by which they received zakah 
money. He wrote them a letter to this effecL 
They informed Umar of this and be took toe 
letter from them and tore it. He said to them: 
“The Prophet (Peace be on Him) used to give 
you in order to make you sympathetic to 
Islam. Now that Allah has made His religion 
well established it is up to you to continue to 
adhere to Islam; otherwise, only toe sword 
will judge between you and us.” They went 
back to Abu Bakr and told him about wbat 
Umar did and asked: “Are you toe Caliph or 
Umar?” He answered: “He. if he wishes.” 

The Hanafi school of thought argues that 
since tbe companions of the Prophet who 
were living in Madioah did not object to what 
Umar did and accepted his interpretation of 
toe Our'anic verse in question then their 
unanimous agreement may be taken as an 
invalidation of this practice. It further argues 
that the need to win some people over to 
Islam is no longer there because Islam has 
spread far and wide. 

Dr. Al-Oaradhari objects to both argu- 
ments. He explains that Umar only denied 
cenain people their claim to zakah money. 
This is perfectly acceptable because the need 
to win the sympathy of certain people can be 
assessed at any particular time. It does not 
follow that there vrill always be such people to 


Sex without marriage 


Q. Does a solid agreement between a man 
and a woman who are Muslims that they will 
eventually get married make it permissUde for 
them to h^ sexual intercourse?

A. No sexual relationship between a man 
and a woman may be established outside the 
bond of marriage. A pledge of the sort you 
luention is not enough as a substitute for the 
conditions which make a marriage valid, such 


as a marriage contract, a specified dowry, 
proposal and acceptance in tbe presence of 
witnesses. Indeed, I cannot see the point wl^ 
a in an and a woman should want to enter into 
such a sexual relationship while delaying 
their marriage for any period of time. 

We have' to remember here that such a 
relationship may lead to either party loang its 
r^ts. What happens if either tbe man or tbe 
woman dies before the marriage takes place? 
Who yrould recognize that the relationship 
between the two was a virtual marria^? 
WouJcT the surviviog partner be able to claim 
a share in tbe inheritance of the deceased 
partner? What about the children who may 
be born of such a relationship? Who would 
acknowle^e toeir le^timaQr? What happens 
if things go wrong in siich a relationship and 
one partner walks out on the other? 

As you see, such a relationship may lead to 
eponnous compltcatioos.. l^m is a religioD 
of serious moralify and well defined ^hts 
and wrongs. As such, h carmot sanction* a 
relatioDSh^ which leaves the door open for 
aD sorts of misbehavior and unacknowled^d 
rights and duties. Marriage, according to 
Islam, imposes certain responsibilities on 
teth hu^^d and wife. No matter what 
Arrangements peo{^ may enter into, these 
te^nsibflities remain, valid , and must be 
observed. A relationship of the type you 
describe can only lead to the non-fulJSlment 
of these responribilities and to the loss of 
rights given 1^ AUah. It is, therefore, a rela- 
tionship whkh cannot be permitted by Isiam. 

• What this means in is that if a man 
and a woman who are not married have sex- 
ual intercourse, then they have committed a 
grave' sin which is punishable according to 
blamic rules. It does not matter if try to 
deceive themselves that their practice is not 
siniiil under the pretext that they intend to be 
married. Only a valid' marriage contract per- 
mits a couple to have sex.

Termination of marriajge. 
at wife's request 

Q. Is a enough for a woman who wishes to 
terminate her marriage to ask fior such termi- 
nation in the presence of two male wUnesses, 
whether her husband agrees or not?

A. It is necessary for the termination of a 
marriage at the wife's request that her hus- 
band should agree to such terminatiott. He is 
entitled to a refund of the dowry be paid at 
tbe time when he married her. The wife a 
Thabit ibn Qais came to the Prophet and 
asked for her marriage to be nullified. She 
stated frankly that she had no complaint to 
make against her husband with regaitl to his 
manners or his piety. It was clear that her 
problem with her husband was one of non- 
compatibility. The Prophet asked her 
whether she was prepared to give back to him 
the orchard that he gave her as dowry. She 
said she was even prepared to give him more. 
The Prophet then made toe cermioarion 
effective after having obtained Thabits con- 
sent to this termination. 

It is al<!o possible for a woman to obtain a 
nuUificadon of her marriage without the cod- ' 
sent of her husband. In this case, however, 
she must go to a court If there are enough 
grounds fat such nuHification, then the court 
will declare the marriage nullified. Obvi- 
ouriy, witnesses must be present when a mar- 
riage is nifllified. 

Thus, if the husband is agreeable to the- 
termination of his marriage, this could be 
done out' of court, in the presence of wrtnes- 
se& If the objects to it, then tbe only way fora 
woman to obtain such a tennination is 
through the court.

Overcoming internal tension 


To aO appearances, the Prophet took a 
relatively mild attitude toward the hypocrites 
and toe Jews.‘Abdultah ibn Ubbai tehaved 
insolently when he asked the Prophet to be 
kind to the Jews of the Qainuqa’a tribe. The 
Prophet was very angiy with Abdullah when 
he held his armor and demanded haughtily 
that his Jewish allies be Treated kindly by the 
PropheL The Prophet, nevertheless, did not 
let danger dictate his action. He told Abdul- 
lah that be could keep his alliance with the 
Qainuqa’a Jews and be allowed them to leave 
Madinah in peace with their women and chil- 
dren: 

This moderate attitude was of little si^ifi- 
cance with Abdullah who remained hostile to 
Islam despite his declaration that he was a 
Muslim. On several occasions he took 
attitudes which were highly detrimental to 
the cause of Islam. Some historians may sug- 
gest that bad the Prophet adopted a strong 
attitude toward him right from tbe beginning 
he was bound to think twice before he look 
another hostile position. This argument does 
not take into consideration toe feet that 
Abdullah had a large following in Madinah 
amongst the Arabs who viewed Islam with 
suspicion and hatred. Abdullah was indeed 
an influential man in Madinah. 

Before the immigration of the Prophet to 
Madinah preparations were under way to 
crown Abduflah ibn Ubbai as king of 
Madinah. It was only diK to the rise of Islam 
in Madinah that he was deprived of that posi- 
tion. He, however, continued to wield great 
influence amongst all those who did not read- 
ily accept Islam. Had toe Prophet taken him 
to task on this first occasion of insolence 
many of the Arabs who considered him as 
leader would have been quick to defend him. 
There might have been a situation of polar- 
ization which might have led to a confronta- 
tion between the Muslim Arabs and the 
non-Mustim Arabs in Madinah. That would 
have meant civfl war. Only the Jews and 
Quraish would have benefited of that situa- 
tion. Tbe Qainuqa’a Jews would have feh 
much stronger and, together with Abdullah 
ibn Ubbai and his followers, would have tried 
to deal a crushing blow to the Prophet and bis 
companions. 

Yet tbe feet that the Prophet decided to 
take a conciliatory attitude toward Abdullah 
did not mean that he felt himself weak. 
Indeed It is the strong who can afford to take 
such an attitude. The Prophet was sure to win 
any confrontatioD with the hypocrites in 
Madinah or with their Jewish allies. He had 
an army composed of fighters who cared 
nothing for life if they could be of service to 
Islam. Death in battle meant martyrdom 
which ensure the highest position in heaven 
in tbe life to come. Such an army was more 
than a match to any force the enemies of 
Islam could muster. But it* Is molnrunportajit 
sometimes to win the peace. than ta.win.the 
war. The Prophefs attitude to Abdullah- was 
one which could win hearts and peace. 

Moreover, tbe Prophet's prime objective 
was to widen the base of Islam and to propa- 
gate ft fer and wide. He considered that if he 
let a confrontation develop between his fol- 
lowers and tbe Arabs of Madinah this would 
adversely affect tbe cause of Islam outside the 
chy. Other Arabian tribes would have seen ft 
as a purely internal feud between two groups 
of Muslims. They had no way of knowing that 
Abdullah and whoever chose to follow him 
were not trufy Muslims, To all appearances 
they were. Reports would go far and wide 
that Muhammad was killing some of his own 
foDowers. That wu bound to make other 
tribes and other nations take an extremely 
mistaken view of Islam and its message. 
Surefy toe harm that such an attitude wo^d 
cause would outwei^ tbe benefit that may 
accrue from adopting a strong anitude 
toward the hypocrites. 

The confrontation with the Jews, on the 
other hand, was inevitabie. Things were not 
going smoothly between them and the Mus- 
lims over the eighteen months that had pas- 
sed since the immigration of the Prophet to

A.' Many explanations are advanced in this 
connection. To my mind, the most logical of 
these explanations is that tbe subject maner 
of thissurah conflicts with tbe message of the 
femiliar j>pening of aUjjto otter surahs. 

This surah opens with a declaration of toe 
termination of all tbe covenants that existed 
between tbe Muslims and otter communities, 
apart from those strictly observed by the 
other party. It lays down important rules and 
regulations about Jihad, or the struggle for 
Allah's cause. It alsp unmasks the reality of 
the hypocrites. It ^aks of. their treachery 
and their true intentions and designs. It 
threatens both the hypocrites and the non- 
believers with a mighty punishment from 
Allah should they continue with their erring 
ways. It also lays down the laws that govern 
the relations between the Muslims and their 
enemies, since most of its verses speak in 
terms of total separation between the Mus- 
lims and otter 'forces inemical to Islam, 
emphasizing that Islam cannot adopt a soft 
attitude toward such enemies, but will face 
every situation with whatever means neces- 
sary to ensure that Isl^ emerges victorious. 
This situation of hostility and the feet that it 
may lead to war against the non-believers or - 
the hypocites does not fit with the message 
of mert^ and tenderness which the femiliar 
opening of the Qui*aruc surahs imparts. 
Indeed, the omission of that opening adds to 
the seriousness of the threats and warnings 
given in the surah to all those who adopt a 
hostile attitude toward Islam. 


Madinah. It was clear that the Jews 
aged the hypocrites to oppose Islam and tried 
to sow the seeds of discord between tte two 
main groups of Muslims: Al-Muhajirecn 
(wte emigrated from Makkah) and /M- Ansar 
(who originally lived in Madinah). They even 
tried to persuade the Prophet to lea\c 
Madinah and go to Jerusalem. They also tned 
to embarrass him with questions concerning 
all aspects of faith and religion, hoping that 
questions will make some of his follow- 
ers reconsider their attitude toward Islam. 
Tte Prophet, however, stood firmly /o all 
these attempts. As the Qur'an was in the 
process of revelation it dealt with all 
queries and gave the Muslims the final word 
about all the aspects of faith and religion, 
leaving no room for suspicion as to which of 
the two religions w'as the one acceptable to 
Allah. 

All this, however, led to an escalation of 
the tension between the two camps. As we 
said last week, the Qainuqa'a Jews, living in 
the midst of the Muslims, were the first of the 
Jewish tribes to attempt to confront the Mus- 
lims. It is difficult to see what made the 
Qainuqa'a Jews feci that they could stand the 
might of the Muslims, cspeciaUy when the 
Muslims had just scored a resounding victory 
against the Quraish. Their morale and self- 
confidence was bound to be sky high. They 
were sure of Allah’s help and that He alone 
granted them victory in Badr. They realized 
that if they were true in their submission to 
Allah He would not let them down in any 
confrontation. 

Tbe Qainuqa'a Jews had probably thought 
that unless the Muslims were made to suffer a 
blow or a defeat they would only get stronger 
and would soon become unstoppable. They 
might have argued that an encounter with tte 
Muslims at that particular moment was their 
best chance to achieve \ictory. 

Some historians belie\'e that it was possible 
for tte Prophet to achieve a modus vivendi 
with tbe Jews in Madinah. After all, they 
argue, Islam and J udaism are two monotheis- 
tic religions. There is much in common bet- 
ween them. A little flexibility from both sides 
would have been enough to ensure that a 
state of co-operation would exist between 
them which would enable them to face the 
pagan Arabs and put an end to idol worship. 
These historians forget the fact that the 
Prophet had made a sincere attempt to 
achieve such a state of peaceful coexistence 
and cooperation with the Jews. The treaty he 
signed with them could have ensured peace- 
ful coexistence between the two sides for a 
long time to come provided that goodwill 
existed on both sides. The Qainuqa'a Jews, 
however, showed no sign of goodwill. As we 
have said last week they were very sorry when 
they learnt that -the pagans of Makkah suf- 
fered a heavy defeat at tte hands of the Mus- 
lims. Their leader, Ka'ab ibn Al-Ashraf>vent 
to Makkah to offer his condolences to the 
leaders of Quraish and wept for their dead. 

There was indeed a very significant factor 
which made peace between tte Jews and tte 
Muslims very difficult to achieve. This factor 
stems from the very nature of the two relig- 
ions. Islam adopts a universal outlook. It 
opens its arms to every human being to adopt 
iL An Muslims, regardless of their ethnic 
origins, color, race or nation are absolutely 
equal. All are invited to adopt Islam and all 
are treated absolutely equally once they 
become Muslims. It is a great achievement of 
Islam in tbe tribal society of Arabia which 
was based on class and noble race that a man 
like Umar who, prior to the advent of Islam, 
was considered among the nobility and 
became after Islam tte second most impor- 
tant follower of the Prophet, should refer to 
Bilal, a fonner slave, as "our mastei''. In the 
early days of Islam in Makkah Bilal was sub- 
jected to severe torture by his master in order 
to force him to renounce Islam. -Abu Bakr, 
tte Prophet's companion, bought Bilal in 
order to save him and set him free. Referring 
to this incident Umar said: “ Abu Bakr is our 
master and he set our master free.” 

It is this attitude of open arms to welcome 
anyone, any man or woman, humble or 
noble, free or slave, white or black, to tte fold 
of Islam, considering them all as equals that 
distinguishes this great religion. Islam is 
indeed a religion for all mankind. It is this 
openness, this universality, which makes it so 
different from Judaism. The Jews consider 
themselves Allah's "chosen people”. As 
such, they believe themselves to be above the 
rest of mankind. Their sense of the superior- 
ity of their race was the prime cause of their 
hostility to Islam. They knew that a Prophet 
was bound to come. Indeed their choice of 
Madinah as a place for their settlement was 
motivated by tbe feet that they knew from 
their scriptures that Madinah was the place to 
which the last of the Prophet would emigrate. 
They went there in order to receive him and 
follow him. But when (hey realized that the 
last of tbe Prophets was not an Israelite, but 
an Arab, or an Ishmalite, their narrow sense 
of racism blinded them into total hatred and 
cut for them a course of unnecessar}' resis- 
tance. 

This is the true reason why the Qainuqa'a 
Jews wanted to deal a quick blow to Islam and 
put an end to it. They sensed that, brave and 
strong as they were, they were able to do it at 
that particular time. Perhaps they banked on 
being supported by the hyprocriles on toe 
one hand and by tte other Jews on the other 
which would have meant that they would 
have certainly numerical strength which was 
bound to bring them victory. They, however, 
reckoned without the power and the wisdom 
of Allah who was guiding His Prophet to 
victory over all His enemies.

Aussie Board in a quandary 


PERTH, Oct. 28 (AFP) — England's first 
Test against Australia next month may have 
to be switched from the Western Australian 
cricket ground here, if a private member s bill 
in the Western Australia (W A) State parlia- 
ment is successful. 

The bill seeks to ban tobacco advertising 
and promotion throughout the state, and that 
includes biUboards at the cricket ground. 

But the Benson and Hedges Tobacco 
Company has been the Australian Cricket 
Board's major sponsor for the last ten years, 
supplying between five and six million 
Australian doUars (S4.7 — 5.6 million) in 
prize-money, contributions and support for 
crickcL and under the sponsorship agree- 
RienL the board is obliged iogi\e publicity to 
the company in the current Test series. 

Being a private member's bill, the liberal 
state government can keep the item on the 
notice paper for many weeks without a deci- 
sion, and this is causing problems for the 


Board, as not only local senior grade cricket, 
but interstate and intemationiil matches are 
under threat. 

Ail alternative ground may b*. lecessary in 
another state for the First Test next month, as 
well as the Benson and Hedges World Cric- 
ket series beginningafrer the Tests. Pending a 
parliamentary decision the Board is in a 
quandary. 

David Richards, the executive director of 
the ACB. said Thursday: Our primary con- 
cern is the Test match, which is looking more 
serious than people imagine. In view of our 
contract, we must give consideraiion to play- 
ing the first Test elsewhere than Perth if the 
bill b passed." 

The cricket organization » further compli- 
cated by the reconstruction of the Melbourne 
Cricket ground, which is by far Australia's 
most popular arena for cricket. A Test match 
could not be played there for at least six 
weeks, and this makes the most likely option 
either Adelaide or Sydney.

LOS ANGELES. OcL 28 (LAT) —‘ He 

is the only person who bad to win those 
medals twice.'” said Gail Thorpe of her 
fecher Jim Hiorpe. considered by many 
sports historians as the greatest athlete who 
ever lived. 

Her remariL — 29 years after her father’s 
death in the Los Angeles suburb of Lomita 
— came on a day the legendary athlete''s 
achievements were recognized, though 
posthumous. The achievement-was 69 years 
in the making. 

For it was in 1 91 3. seven months after he 
won both the pentathlon and the decath' - 
Ion in the 1912 Olympic Games in Stock- 
holm. Sweden, that the International 
Olympic Committee stripped him of his 
trophies and medals and erased his name 
from its record books. 

After nearly three-and-a-half decades, 
the IOC announced in its headquarters in 
Lausanne, Switzerland, that it was restoring 
Thorpe's championships and that he will be 
awarded medals postiunnously. 

An informant had tipped committee 
members that Thorpe, 24 at the time of his 
incomparable feat in Sweden, had played 
minor league baseball for S2 a game in 1909 
and 1910. Thorpe readily admitted receiv- 
ing the money but he said he had no idea it 
wrecked his status as an amateur in track 
and field events in the eyes of athletic gov- 
erning bodies of the time. 

All he knew was that when he stood 
before King Gustav V to receive his awards 
seven months earlier, the Swedish monarch 
had told him in a tremulous voice. “You are 
the greatest athlete in the world." 

“Thanks, king," Thorpe had replied. 

“This phone has been riogiog off the 
hook ever since seven tins moming." said a 
Jubilant Gail Thorpe, 65, who lives with her

Hiorpe also received cups valued today 
at $7 mill in n, aocoiding to Robert Wheeler, 
head of the Washington, D.C.-based Jim 
Thorpe Foundation, which lobbied vigor- 
ously for a decade-and-a-half to re- 
establish the all-around athlete in Olympic 
records. 

Thorpe was required fo return them also.

— the agreat college athletic teams of die 
time.

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U.S. sees 
motive in 
Brezhnev 
criticism 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AFP) — 
Specialists on Soviet affairs here believe that 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev’s bitter 
attack on the United States in a speech to 
Soviet miliiaiy leaders Wednesday was made 
above all for internal political reasons. 

Brezhnev made no mention of current dis- 
armament talks with the United States but he 
emphasized the need for the Russians to 
increase their military power. 

According to the Moscow correspondent 
of 7%e New York Times newspaper *‘tbe 
unusual nature of the Kremlin gathering and 
Brezhnev's assurances of backing for the 
armed forces, suggested that the party lead- 
ership was seeking to ease concern in the 
militaiy that responses to the United States 
had not been tough enough.” 

State Department Kremlin watchers think 
frustration within the So%iet military hierar- 
chy increased after the poor showing in the 
Lebanese war of their military equipment, in 
(he hands of the Syrians, against American 
material used by the Israeli Army. 

A source close to the Whhe House said the 
Soviet leader “was wasting his time” if he 
thought he could influence Americans on the 
eve of mid-tenn elections against President 
Ronald Reagan's tough stand toward the 
Soviet Union. “The .American people have 
other things on their mind ” the sources said. 

Some observers believed that Brezhnev's 
assault on U.S. policy could in fact help 
Reagan in his fight against American propo- 
nents of a freeze on nuclear weapons. 

Dykhev leaves 
Peking today 

PEKING, Oct. 28 (AFP) - Soviet Vice 
Foreign Minister Leonid Bytehev will leave 
Peking Friday for Moscow after coming here 
to restart talks between the Soviet Union and 
Communist China following a lapse of nearly 
three years, a Western diplomatic sources 
said Thursday. 

The fhst round of exploratory negotiations 
about relatiq,ns between the two Communist 
giants, whose quarrel has lasted 20 years; 
ended in Pekinglastweekwithout any appar- 
ent headway being made. 

The talks, at which China is .represented by 
Vice Foreign Minister Qian Qichen, are to be 
held alternately in Peking and Moscow. 
Western diplomats said that the talks offi- 
cially designated as '‘consultation^', would 
resume next month in the Soviet caph^. 

Meanwhile, there has been no Chinese 
government reaction to remarks made in 
Moscow by Soviet President Leonid Brezh- 
nev again urging a normalization of relations 
with China. Tlw countries have fallen out 
over conflicting ideology, frontier issues and 
rival spheres of influence. 

The negotiations between Ilyichev and 
Qian were conducted in the utmost secrecy 
but, while the firsi round of talks was in prog- 
ress, China published hs conditions for any 
real improvement in Sino-Soviet relations. 

The Chinese called for an end to the mas- 
sive deployment of Soviet forces along the 
frontier with China and in Outer Mon^lia. 
to the Soviet aid for Vietnam’s actirities in 
Cambodia and to the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan. All three elements of Soviet 
policy are part of what the Chinese see as a 
threat to their security. 

The dialogue between Moscow and Peking 
was brokenoffin January 1980 soon after the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. Shortly after 
the new round of talks ended ■ in Peking, 
Chinese strongman Deng Xiaoping said there 
were still ” many problems^' between the two 
sides. “It is therefore necessazy to pursue the 
consultations,” he' told a group of French 
journalists. 

Top Bolivian court 
suspends Nazi case 

LA PAZ, Oct. 28 t AFP) — The Bolivian 
Supreme Cnun has suspended deliberation 
on Klaus Barbie, a convicted Nazi war crimi- 
nal. because it said the si^aturcs of West 
German officials seeking his extradition are 
not cenified. Earlier this week. President 
Hcrnan Silcs Zuaz-i said Bolivia's new 
civilian administration would extradite Bar- 
Ue if the Supreme Court approved the Ger- 
man request. 

But the finance minister. Mario Velarde 
Borado. said later that Barbie would have to 
face charges of fraud before be left the coun- 
try. He is accused of diverting funds from the 
Mining Corporation of Bolivia and the Boli- 
vian Transmaritime. under the regime of 
Gen. Hugo Banzer Suarez ( 1 971-1978). 

Barbie, dubbed the Butcher of Lyons. 
France, is considered responsible for 4,000 
^f a th fr and 7,500 deportations to concentra- 
tion camps during German occupation. 
He was head of the Gestapo in Lyons. Both 
France and West Germany haw repeatedly 
sought his extradition.

ference, represented a sharp departure 
from the center-left governments position

The nationwide protest and a one-day 
strike that paralyzed the nation was brought 
on by a 120 percent jump in the price of 
gasoline and 53 percent increase in the price 
of bread. 


In announcing the end of the state of 
emergency, Hurtado gave no immediate 
signal on what be would do about the 
increase in the price of bread, a staple of 
Ecnadoi’s 8.6 E^on people. 

Hurtado eariier ordered the end of an 


all-ziigbt coriew and reopened puUic 


schools. The governmenf s move came as 
the nation's thm major trade unions met to 
set a new date for a general strike. 


Hurtado said the price of regular gasoline 
raised under the previous order to 47 U.S.

Club of Rome calls for new world order 


TOKYO, Oct. 28 (AP) — The Qub of 
Rome ended three days of meetings here 
Thursday, expresring hope that as the end of 
the^ntuiy nears, societies around the globe 
wiU use science and human creativity to serve 
all mankind. 

At a press conference and in a short paper 
summing up the ideas aired at the fbrura, 
members of the club called for a new woild 
order and the replacement of todays out- 
moded political institutions with more stable 
ones that address long-term needs. 

Club Piesider.; Aurelius. Pecoei gain the 
session was the ” most importanf ' since the 
club was founded in 1968. llie club, which 
calls itslef an imemational gathering of intel- 
lectuals, has in its 14-year history tried to 
“treat the illnesses of the world by identifying 
the problems, publishing warnings and study- 
ing the issues and ramifications,” said the 
club'sJapan committee head Koji Kobayashi 
in a keynote speech. 

This yeaKs symposium^ in Tokyo' was 
organized to assess gk)b^ problems and 


choices in the uncertain future. 

As the end of the century approaches, Pec- 
cei said, men must choose to apply the ample 
materials and information at their disposal to 
rerve society. He said the times are character- 
ized b}' worries about expanding military 
mighi. economic problems and mklunder^ 
landing between nations of the North and 
South. 

Fecoei also cited the two-pronged mir- 
roelectronic revolution of automation and 
information as .a hopeful sign for the future 
— if it is put to proper use. With the gap 
widening between rich and poor nations, he 
sai^ it was the ** duty and interest” of richer 
societies to help poorer nations “as they ask 
us,” especially in the realm of information 
and technology. 

He landed the economic pro gr e ss of Japan, 
saying it had created a society that minted 
tradinoD and innovation. But the nation also 
should share part of its success with people in 
the rest of the world, espedally the neediest, 
be said. 


In the quest to build better institutions, he 
said nations need to borrow inspiration, not 
models, from one another, and adapt what is 
suitable. 

Most of the 100 members of the club 
founded by Pecoei are from the rich, non- 
Conununist West — princi]»lly Europe. 
Japan and the United States — with only 
smattering of members from poor countries. 
More than 50 club members and 250 otfaeia 
anended the three-day session.

For two 
mfwiths all ships dodking in East Timor have 
been search^ for weqipns. Indoneaan 
troops in dashes with gueiriilas have lepot^ 
tedly seized American weapons datii^ from 
the l ^etna m War. 

FRETILIN forces estimated at . several 
hundreds, who have resisted tbelndoDesans 
sin« they took over East Timor seven years 
ago, are meetly armed with weapons left by 
tibe Portuguese. Meanwhile, the number of 
intexnees on the island of Atauia, a few miles 
off the East Timor capital of Dili has 
increased in the past six months from 3,500 to 
some 4,800. 

Prisoners indnded whole femilies, and 450 
of thchil(fren were under five. They lived in 
crowded riianties, and suffej^ from malniit- 
rition, gastro-enteiitis, cholera and tnber^ 
cnlosis, reliable sources said. Some had been 
reduced to eating roots.

Pacific islanders 
protest N-dunping

(Aj^ — Padfic islanders have renewed their 
attacks on nations that use their ocean for 
nuclear dumiwg or testing. “We in the 
Pacific are in a situation where life is • 
threatened and our great powers must know ' 
this,'' said Jewan-Maiie Tjibaou, vice presi- 
dent of New Caledonirfs counefl of govern- 
ment, on the third day of the annual South 
Pacific conference. 

With representatives of France. Japan and 
the United States looking on, Tjibaou said. - 
”we regret that we don't have tbe strength to 
oppose you. But “I would like to say life in i 
tbe Pacific is our responsibility, not yours.” 

“Maybe some of you aren't worried 
b e ca u s e tb^ dumping and resting programs 
aren't in your back yard," said George Chan, <
